I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Prescot  Urban 
District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  Community  has  remained  satisfactory  during  the 

year. 


The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17  3  shows  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  was 
greater  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  16.0  There  were  230  live  births  compared  with 
218  in  1970. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  13  4  per  1,000  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  9  per  1,000  live 
births  compared  with  7.3  per  1,1  .during  the  previous  year.  It  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in  Prescot  dur 
ing  the  last  6  years 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

During  the  year  there  were  61  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  of  these  32  were  Measles  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grants  which  have  been  approved  is  gratifying 
when  it  is  appreciated  that  one  of  the  problems  in  Prescot  has  been  the  large  number  of  older  houses 
The  provision  ofbathrooms,  damp-proofing,  together  with  other  improvements,  will  contribute  greatly 
to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  occupiers 


I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  both  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  and  from  Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation  of  Liverpool  and  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  fromthe  only  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  and  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  report  on  the  samples  was  that  they  were  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  District  has  adequate  facilities  to  a  sewage  works  using  hydrolytic  tanks  and  bacterial  filters. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  no  privy  middens  or  pail  closets  existing  in  the  area,  all  households  have  adequate  waterclosets. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  local  authority  completed  the  erection  of  101  flats;  no  houses  were  erected  in  the 
private  sector. 

No  house  in  the  area  is  used  as  a  common  lodging  house.

An  initial  survey  of  160  houses  was  made  of  a  proposed  general  improvement  area  and  agreed  to  in  principle 
by  Council  —  Grants  for  individual  houses  were  approved  and  work  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

Grant  applications  increased  tremendously  during  the  year  due  to  the  publicity  given  to  the  Housing  Act 
1969,  and  to  the  higher  grants  of  75%  permitted  under  the  Housing  Act  1971.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Three  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  in  force  in  the  area  involving  1,141  premises  and  covering  some  123.52 
acres.  There  were  no  Orders  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  current  year. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1961 

Six  investigations  were  made  following  complaints  of  noise.  Two  of  these  concerned  noise  from  a  factory 
where  a  particular  machine  was  found  to  be  the  cause.  Two  complaints  concerned  dogs  barking;  another  was  a 
domestic  noise  in  a  flat  and  another  was  the  result  of  the  activities  of  an  adjacent  garage. 

Noise  caused  by  pneumatic  drills  being  used  in  the  public  streets  continues  to  be  troublesome.  Contractors 
are  aware  that  sound  insulation  jackets  are  available  for  the  drills  and  that  these  reduce  the  noise  considerably.

This  reflects  the 
treatment  of  the  sewers  last  year  with  the  acute  acting  poison,  fluroracetamide. 
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
